Three Campaigns and Three 
Victories. 

The impartial historian will assign 
to the Sir John A. Macdonald Admin- 
istration no mean niche in the annals 
of British Empire. The founders of 
the Dominion, they have, with an 
amount of oncrgy and pluck provoca- 
tive of the highest admiration, extend- 
ed its horders until it is laved by the 
two great oceans; and although two 
wayward children of the Atlantic 
(Prince Edward Island and Newfound- 
land) still linger without tho fold, ye t 
now is the heating of their wings heard 
nt Ottawa. But British Columbia was 
to he the real crux in the work of 
empire; and it has been made the im- 
mediate occasion of tho three great 
campaigns and the three great victor- 
ies for which the Administration will 
be particularly distinguished. The 
first was upon the admission of British 
Columbia. The socond was upon tho 
Bill for the construction of tho Pacific 
Eailway. The third was on the Charter 
for carrying out that herculean under- 
taking. * It cannot but be gratifying 
to every true-hearted British Colum- 
bian to think that in every instance 
victory perched on the banners of the 
party of Union and Progress, that the 
Sir John A Macdonald Administration 
has been sustained by a larger majority 
in the new Parliament than in the old. 
Thirty-one in a -House of two hundred 
is no mean majority. Assuming the 
entire two hundred to have been 
present, whi<!h wo know was not the 
case, the vote would have stood 116 to 
G3, — the Speaker being in the Chair. 
Regarding this result in the general 
light of party politics, it is gratifying to 
be assured that the country has decided 
at the pools that the men who have so 
successfully laid the foundations of 
empire are tho right men to he entrust- 
ed with the work of consolidating and 
completing the structure they founded. 
Confining the view more particularly 
to the Pacilic Railway, there seems to 
be special reason to rejoice. For Not- 
withstanding the oft repeated assuran- 
ces that the Opposition equally with 
Government, reahze the necessity for 
tho railway and that, if in power, they 
would no less zealously carry out that 
work, ou may be excused for regarding 
such pretentions with some degree of 
distrust. If the professions were per- 
fectly sincere, one might venture to 
hope that a work upon which empire 
admittedly hinges would not lie made 
the subject of mere party strife — that 
there lingered even on the Opposition 
Benches patriotism enough to raise 
men above mere party considerations. 
But when we find the party willing to 
resort to the most desperate means in 
order to prejudice the great work, as 
well in the minds of English Capital- 
ists as in tho minds of the Canadian 
people, it must be confessed that it is 
dillicult to exercise implicit faith in 
the honesty and sincerity of that party. 
If there was ever a question before the 
Dominion Parliament which should 
have raised men above party lines and 
drawn all soctions of the House to- 
gether for a common object and a 
national duty, it was surely the Cana- 
dian Pacilic Eailway. And yet we 
find the Opposition selecting that very 
question as the one upon which to 
light the battles of party. Well. They 
havo fought their last battle and they 
havo lost. May one venture to hope 
that so signal a defeat will have made 
wiser if not better men of those who 
led the attack, and that they will at 
least cease furthor attempts to ob- 
struct the great national work ? Let 
us hope, too, that this victory will lie 
the moans of strengthening the hands 
of tjjo Government and facilitating the 
negotiations in England for the imme- 
diate and vigorous prosecution of the 
railway. One can easily imagine how 
Sir George Cartier must have chafed 
on account of his enforced absence 
from the House during this the third 
and (let us hope) last Railway Cam- 
paign. It is, indeed, matter of regret 
that he could not have been present to 
repeat his memorable battle cry, "All 
aboard for the AVest!" Well. It was 
through no fault of his that ho was not 
there to lead on to a third victory tho 
well tried and loyal battalions of 
Quebec. Wo trust that Sir George 
may be spared to shout "All aboard 
for the West," when tho first excursion 
train shall start from tho eastern ter- 
minus for the Pacilic. 



Trade and Navigation 

Tho Returns for the Dominion fiscal 
year ending June 30th, 1872 exhibit 
unmistakably tho onward march of 
Canada towards her inevitable position 
as one of the first maritime nations. 
She is already tho third. We can 
only find room for a few of the more 
salient facts. The 'groat advance of 
imports and exports formed the sub- 
ject of remark in a previous article, 
There were employed in tho seaward 
shipping trade of Canada 8,513,162 
tons of British shipping against 1,180,- 
77(! foreign. Tho prosperity of our 
shipping is farther demonstrated by the 
fact that on inland waters, where the 
trade comes in direct competition with 
the people of tho United States, the 
number of British vossels engaged 
was 21,504 As against 12,264 American, 
Compare this with tho condition of 
things lees tiuui a quarter of ft century 



ago, when the British flag was rarely 
to bo met with on the great lakes 1 In 
shipbuilding this is tho record for tho 
year:— 

Nova Scotia 188 

New Brunswick 98 

Quebec 74 

Ontario o5 

British Columbia 4 

Total 414 

The aggregate tonnage of the fore- 
going was 114,065 tons — 563 vessels 
with an aggregate tonnage of 127,371 
tons were registered. 

In this very important branch wo 
hope to seo British Columbia approxi- 
mating to her true position as the first 
maritime Province of the Dominion. 
"Why we have not entered more large- 
ly into the lists of shipbuilding it 
seems dillicult to explain. Certain it 
is that we can lay claim to advantages 
in that respect possessed by no other 
Province. And as for the inducements 
to it, wo have seen freights trebled in 
ten years! 

Nova Scotia Statistics 

The Bluenoses would at least seem 
to 1)0 a moral people, seeing that there 
are only two illegitimate to one 
hundred legitimate births. Tho gold 
yield during the year covered by tho 
returns was of tho value of $355,699 50. 
The number of men employed was 
• r );i2. In ten years the Nova Scotian 
gold mines have yielded $3,640,358. 
In the same year the coal mines yield- 
ed 673,242 tons, giving employment to 
2,469 miners. The product of the fish- 
eries for the year was $5,101,039. 
There were 1,615 schools, 92,858 
pupils, and 1,620 teachers. The im- 
ports rose from $8,940,800 in 1870 to 
§10,657,534, in 1871, while tho ex- 
ports during tho latter year showed an 
increase of $7115,510. Upwards of 
$200,(100 more duties were collected 
in 1871 than in 1870. The death rate 
is remarkably low, only 12 in a thous- 
and. In England the rate is 22 per 
1,000 and in Massachusetts 18. Be- 
fore 40, women die faster than men. 
After that the reverse takes place. It 
is said that about three persons in every 
thousand in Nova Scotia reach the age 
of one hundred years. This great 
healthiness is attributed to the fact 
that there are no very large cities in 
Nova Scotia, and that the most of the 
inhabitants pursue their labors iji the 
open air. Altogether, Nova Scotia is 
a healthy member of the Dominion. It 
might be too much to attribute her high 
morality and great longevity to Con- 
federation; but her increasing pros- 
perity may, in some "measure be fairly 
accredited to a union at one time de- 
precated by many of her people.

Dastardly Assault 

ThoSpoaker of tho Assembly Mobbod. 

For a week past rumor had it that 
mischief was brewing against some of 
the members of the Legislative Assem- 
bly and outsiders. Tho discontented 
party weic, it is said, not satisfied with 
the Winnipeg Incorporation Bill as it 
passed the House, and, according to 
their organ, the 'Liberal,' wanted cer- 
tain alterations or no Bill at all. It so 
happened that they got none at all, 
for when the Bill was sent to the Up- 
per House, a clause affecting the public 
revenue, giving tho Government only 
10 per cent, of the License fees, was 
added. In consequence of this, '■when 
the Bill came back to the Assembly the 
Speaker, Dr. C. J. Bird, ruled the Bill 
out, and so ended tho hopes of incorpo- 
ration for this year. 

The Hon. Speaker is, personally, one 
of tho most influential and popular 
men in the Province — -and one who, in 
the practice of his profession, is held in 
the highest esteem — but owing, it is con- 
jectured, to his ruling regarding this In- 
corporation Bill, ho was niiido the victim 
of a most wanton and cowardly asuault, 
the circumstances of which nro us fol- 
lows: 

About one o'clock on the morning of 
Friday tho 1st. , a boy came to tho Doctor's 
residence purporting to bo u messenger 
from Hev. Mr. Block, with an urgent re- 
quest that tho Doctor would come down 
immediately to the Manse. Peeling un- 
well, the Doctor gave the messenger n 
note to Dr. Codd requesting him to go 
down. In about an hour tho messenger 
returned, saying Dr. Codd whs not in; 
whoroupon Dr. Bird dressed himself and 
got ready for tho journey, though be was 
so ill that at tho lime ho felt he was en- 
dangering his own life. They got into 
the cutter which tho boy brought, and 
drove off. A little before passing the 
Eureka House tho Doctor heard some one 
calling out, — a signal which ho now sur- 
iDises was a warning of his approach, but 
tho sleigh did not stop. Arrived oppo- 
site the Eureka House, eight or ten men 
ran over and stopped tho cutter. One fol- 
low got his arm around tho doctor's 
t hroat, while another gagged him by put- 
ting, as well as ho could judgo, a pioco of 
cotton across his mouth, and something 
around his throat. Ho felt something 
cold put up to Jus head and made an nt- 
temptto speak and struggle, but was knock- 
ed seuBoless. 

When he came to his souses, and made 
a move to get up, there wore two or three 
of the gang still there trampling on him, 
but they soon afterwards ran away. Ho 
remembers fooling warm tar poured upon 
his face and hands, and whoii ho arrived 
borne lie found himself all covered witli 
it. The Doctor still feels his body very 
much bruised, but is uot, we are happy 
to state, seriously injurod. 

Tho nows of this outrago has arousod 
feelings of tho most intonso indignation 
ill the community, and it is to bo hoped 
that the perpetrators will bo discovered 
anil brought to justice. The Govern- 
ment offer a reward of 81,000 for such in- 
formation as will lead to tho apprehen- 
sion and conviction of sdmo of tho offen- 
ders.

The British Parliament. 

London, March 20. — The House of 
pommoiis presented nn unusual spec- 
tacle to-day, in anticipation of the im- 
portant communication fromGladstone, 
announcing the termination of the 
Ministerial crisis by his return. AD 
tlio benches were filled with members, 
and the gal leries were crowded with 
spectators. Among the distinguished 
persons present were Prince Arthur, 
Duke of Cambridge, and Prince Chris- 
tian. Many members of tlio House of 
Lords attended tho sitting. 

As Gladstone and Disraeli entered 
the House loud cheers were successive- 
ly raii.cd by their respective supporters. 
When Gladstone rose to make a state- 
ment tlio cheering was repeated, this 
time from all parts of the chamber. 
He said bo was now able to acquaint 
tlio House of the fact that lie and his 
colleague in ollice, with Her Majesty's 
permission, were prepared to carry on 
the Government. Before he explained 
fully that it was only after the party 
opposite had unconditionally refused 
to form a Ministry that lie and his 
friends had consented to resume oflice, 
Gladstone added that the Queen hpd 
given him permission to read an ex- 
tract from u statement he made to her 
Majesty. It was to tho effect that he 
did not suppose that the efforts of gen- 
tlemen of the opposition to defeat the 
Government wero made with a delib- 
erate intention of refusing to organize 
the Cabinet if it should be required of 
them, but tho summary refusal given 
when occasion arose he considered not 
fully in accord with tho exigencies of 
the case nor with parliamentary 
usage. The Premier's statement 
was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause; which was warm and long con- 
tinued. 

At its close Disraeli explained the 
course ho hail thought proper 
to pui'sue since the beginning 
of tho crisis. He confessed that 
the differences between himself and 
the Irish Catholics wero insurmounta- 
ble. A new Cabinet would require 
until Easter to get into working order. 
Even then it would have to deal with 
^financial estimates mado by its prede- 
cessor and would probably bo out vot- 
ed every night in Parliament. A dis- 
solution of the House of Commons had 
been suggested J but why dissolve the 
House ? He and his friends on the 
opposition bench had difficulty in form- 
ing a policy on so short a notic e, and 
it was not to bo expected that, they 
could appeal to the country without a 
policy on questions more important 
than the Irish University. 

There wero many questions on which it 
had been desirable to mature a policy, 
even in our position, such as the Cen- 
tral Asian difficulties, the now rules 
introduced into international law by 
the Geneva Board, the payment of the 
Alabama claims, tho commercial treaty 
with Fiance, and others of equal mag- 
nitude. All things considered, he had 
felt it to bo his duty to decline the re- 
sponsibility of organizing the new 
Government. The Queen herself had 
suggested a dissolution of Parliament. 
He had declined to advise such a step, 
and stated to Her Majesty that in his 
opinion there was no adequate reason 
for the Government to resign, and that 
it might return to office without the 
slightest dishonor, and with the great- 
est possible confidence of the public. 
At this point some Conservative mem- 
bers expressed their dissatisfaction in 
loud cries of "No! no! " 

In the House of Lords, Granville 
announced the decision of the Govern- 
ment in a speech differing but little 
from that of Gladstone. 

''The Duke of Richmond defended 
tho conduct of the leaders of the Op- 
position in the crisis. It had boon 
asked, if Disraeli was not willing to 
undertake the task of forming a min- 
istry, why did he labor to put the Gov- 
ernment in tho minority in tho House 
of Commons ? Ho combattedthe idea 
of inconsistency, and eulogized Dis- 
raeli, who, he declared, had increased 
the luster of his fame as n statesman 
by his wise, patriotic and unselfish 
action in the present emergency. 

Tho Lord Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer will present the annual budget 
about tho 3rd of April. It will show 
tho revenue to bo $380,000,000, and 
the expenditures will amount probably 
to*|055,00O f ppp,

Madrid, April 5— "The Impartial an- 
nounces that Don Carlos has abdicated 
his claims to the Spanish throne in favor 
of his son. tinder regency of Don Alphon- 
so. General Cabriua is appointed to tho 
supreme command of the Carlist forces in 
Spain. 25 Carlists, captured near Barce- 
lona yesterday, wore with difficulty saved 
from Republicans while marching through 
that city to-day. Most of the churches 
in Cntalona have been closed or turned 
into barracks.

Havana, April -! An American detec- 
tive has arrived horo and identified Bid- 
well, the alleged Bank of England forger, 
as a man well known to the American 
police. 

Australia- 

London, April I — Tito Parliament of 
New South Wales has voted $200,000 to 
aid immigration. 

Eastern States- 

New Yoiuc, April 4— The proprietors of 
a number of hotels in this city announce 
that they will entertain free of charge all 
the passengers of the Atlantic passing 
through here to their destination. 

Nixon, who was yesterday sentenced to 
be hanged, remains in a most pitiable 
condition in his cell, He; is only 
kept up by stimulants. His wife 
was with him this afternoon and tho sceno 
in the cell was one of the most painful 
that could possibly lie imagined. Unless 
a change takes place it is believed ho can- 
not live until tho time tixed foroxecution. 

California- 

Ybeka, April 4— The Peace Commis- 
sioners had a talk with tho Indians, who 
mado the same old speeches and refused 
the proposition of removal. 



Canada- 

Halifax, April 4— A steamer arrived 
from the wreck of tho steamer Atlantic. 
The ship is still almost intact and only a 
few packages of her cargo came ashore. 
Swell continues so heavy that divers can- 
not work. If weather continues fair most 
of her cargo can be saved. 1G4 is the ex- 
act number of bodies found up to this 
morning. Work of hurrying them lias 
commenced. Bodies 'as recovered, includ- 
ing Sumner of San Francisco, were 
brought to the city to-day and placed in 
metallic coffins to await orders from 
friends. Tho report thnt Miss Fisher's 
body hud been found is not correct. Soon 
as divers can get at work it is hoped that 
tho bodies of the remainder of the cnbin 
passengers will be recovered. Bodies of 
steerage passengers and of the crew aro 
buried here. Body of Mrs. C. M. Fisher 
not yet recovered. 

Halifax, April 4— lb is telegraphed 
that Capt. Williams and his assistants 
searched tho vicinity around the wreck 
last night and picked out from the water 
many bodies. 

It is now proposed to bring on the 
bodies to this city and bury them together 
in tho public cemetery and erect monu- 
ments over them. Tho City Council on 
application of Provincial Government, re- 
solved this afternoon toplace a lot in the 
cemetery at disposal of the friends of the 
dead. 

The Bank of England Fraud 

New York, March 20, — George Mc- 
Donald, supposed to be the man who, 
under the name of Warren, perpetra- 
ted the fraud on the Bank of England, 
was arrested on the steamship Thurin- 
gia this morning, and gold and other 
property to the amount of silo 000 were 
found in his possession. It was seized 
in behalf of the bank. No bonds of 
any kind Were discovered 1 '. The police 
refuse to show dispatches ordering Mc- 
Donald's arrest, alleging that they con- 
tain information about others who nre 
implicated in the fraud and who are 
expected to arrive in a few days. It is 
also stated that the papers found on 
McDonald reveal important matters, 
and that other persons, who nre to be 
arrested, have documents on them 
which will reveal the whole plot and 
those concerned in it. Among them 
nre several men of prominence and 
character in this city, who have crimi- 
nally or innocently helped on the 
scheme of fraud.
